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Location Quotient Analysis 


Location Quotient (LQ) compares the regional share of an industry to the national share so that an LQ over 1 
indicates sectors of employment concentration. Missouri, with an LQ of 1.09, has a greater share of its workers 
employed in the manufacturing sector than the nation as a whole. Over sixty percent of Missouri’s counties 


(63) have an LQ over one, demonstrating a greater specialization in manufacturing compared to the 


nation as a whole 
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Economic Impacts 


Manufacturing industries have important direct and indirect economic influences on Missouri’s economy. 
Direct impacts are due to employment in manufacturing firms. Indirect economic benefits are realized through 
industries that supply raw materials to the manufacturing sector, and businesses that provide goods and services 


to industry workers. It also consideres the impact of worker spending on consumer goods and services.

Employment Impacts 


Manufacturing industries employed 255,831 workers in 2014. Industries that supported manufacturing or 
benefited from worker spending (indirect impacts), employed an additional 452,071 workers. Overall a total of 
707,902 people are employed in, or supported by, manufacturing. The employment multiplier for this industry 
is 2.77. 


Labor Income 


Manufacturing workers earned an average annual wage of $55,091, which is 23 percent more than the state 
average wage across all industries. Manufacturing industries paid $21.3 billion in compensation (wages and 


benefits) to manufacturing labor during 2014. 


Gross State Product 


Gross State Product takes into account employee compensation, profits and indirect business taxes. 


Manufacturing and indirect industries together added $69.4 billion (over 24 percent) to Missouri’s 2014 Gross 
State Product ($284,462 billion). 





2014 Exports 


Manufacturing exports totaled more 
than 14 billion dollars. The two 
industries producing the most exports 
were Transportation Equipment and 
Chemicals. The Transportation 
Equipment industry sector had an 
18.1 percent gain in exports during 
2014. The chemical manufacturing 
sector had a 5.9 percent increase in 


exports during 2014.

Over the past ten years Missouri’s exports increased from $9.0 billion to $14.14 billion, realizing an almost 57 


percent growth. Canada, Mexico, and China are the main countries receiving Missouri exports. Africa (90%), 


Central America (49%), Europe (40%) and Australia & Oceania (18%) exports have grown the most over the 


past ten years.
